The railroads can settle the 
strike by the elimination of these 
conditions, Mr, Stone said, 

“The government can prevent the 
@trike by taking over the railroads 
and this is what will happen even- 
tually,” Mr. Stone said. He also is- 
sued a formal statement covering 
the men’s position and ee reg- 
aons for striking. 

Mr. Stone tonight made public tne 
four groups of roads on which the 
Strike is scheduled to begin on the 
first group at 6-a. m. Sumgday, Octo- 
ber 30, the three other groups to 
Zo out at 48-hour periods, The 
Pennsylvania, one of the largest 
systems of the country, is one of 
the last to be hit by the proposed 
strike. No explanation was given 
why it was held ‘to the last, 

Not All ‘te Strike. 

It also was explained that all the 
organizations in some of the roads 
in group four are not officially au- 
thorized to strike. some of the or- 
ganizations hot casting the neces- 
sary 66 2-3 vote in favor of the 
walkout, 
leader expects, 
however, that all organizations on 
such roads wil) follow the general 
walkout on the other roads, being 
influenced to join the strike by see- 
ing the brothers everywhere lay- 
ing off their overalls. 

Mr. Stone geaid he believed that 
the railroads “want a strike” and 
that aifurther reduction in wages 
is mruch less desirable to the rail- 
road executives than the abrogation 
of rules and regulations “won by 
employees in Various Ways as the 
result of oo of organized ef- 
fort.” 

Work Rules Involved. 

“If it had been a question of 
wage reductions only, there would 
have been no strike,” Mr. Stone said, 
adding that he has from seventy- 
five to One hundred letters giving 
instances of attempts by different 
roads to break down working rules 
that have been secured by arbitra- 
tion, by decision of the railroad Ja- 
bor board and. in other ways,

London, October 17.—As solemn 
silence settled over Westminster 
abbey John J. Pershing, general of 
the Armies of the United States, 
Stepped forward to a spot where a 
Shaft of sunlight met the ancient 
flagstones, stooped. and laid the 
American congressional. medal of 
honor on the tomb of the unknown 
British Tommy, then stood erect and 
concluded the ceremony of Amer- 
ica’s tribute to-the spirit of the Brit- 
ish fighting man, Monday after- 
noon. Pershing stepped back two 


paces, fixed his eyes on the tomb,+ 


the figure of the perfect soldier and 
brought up his hand in a salute. For 
a moment he heid it there, then 
brought it down “with a snap.” 

A moment later the general 
emerged from the abbey into the 
midst of: a vast, orderly throng of 
Englishmen and English women as- 
sembled in Parliament square and 
on both sides of Parliament street 
in the greatest demonstration of 
Anglo-American friendship and sym- 
pathy since the days when the 
armistice was new. The ceremony 
over, they cheered Pershing and the 
spirit betokened by the little bronze 
medal with its blue ribbon flecked 
with white stars, which then lay 
on the tomb of Great Britain’s un- 
known warrior. 


Token of Gratitude, 


“And now, in this holy sanctuary, 
in the name of the president and 
of the people of the United States,” 
Pershing said in concluding his re- 
marks. at the tomb, “I:piace upon 
this ‘warriors tomb the medal of 
honer, conferred upon him by spe- 
aial act of the American congress— 
in commemoration of the sacrifices 
of r British comrade and of his

token 6f our gratitude and affection 
towéed this Pegple.” | - 

In the mail aisle two fanks of g0l- 
diers faced one another; ane drawn 
fromthe splendid special. battalion 
of the American Rhine army, the 
other composed of members of the 
famous Coldstream guards, one of 
Great Britain’s best regiments. At 
one end of the church there stood 
a body of American blue-jaekets 
and naval officers from the United 
States cruiser Olympia. 

“This homage will be ftnterpreted 
as a solemn puredge given the val- 
iant dead that’ these two mighty 
peoples, who were comrades in the 
great war, have resolved to remain 
comrades to guarantee the ‘ great 
peace,’ said the prime minister. Re- 
plying to Pershing’s phrase that 
“the hearts of the American people 
join in this tribute to their English 
speaking kinsmen,” the premier 
continued to say: “This great em- 
pire to its remotest corners will 
not miss the deep significance of 


this deed.”

Masonic Regalia 
Captured in War 
Returned to Dixie 


After Spending 57 Years in 
Wisconsin, Collar and 
Apron Are Home Again. 


Untarnished by the accidents of 
war and its freshness , preserved 
during the fifty-seven yéare it re- 
posed in a Wisconsin lodge room, 
Masonic regalia, found on the 


streets in Atlanta in July,.1864, by 
an officer of Sherman’s army, came 
back home Monday, October 17, 
1921. 

The regalia is now in pessession 
of Atlanta Lodge F. & A. M. At 
the meeting of the lodge Thursday 
night, October 27, the apron. and 
collar will be turned over for final 
disposition to Robert Lawshe and 
Dr. Lewie Lawshe, of Atlanta, 
nephews of the late Rev. Lewis Law- 
she, believed to be the original 
owner of these trappings of a lodge 
master. 

The history of this regalia, the 
cOllar and apron of a jodge master, 
tells an inspiring story of the bonds 
of Masonic fraternity that persisted 
in the midst of civil strife and of 
the spirit of common Americanism 
that prevails among the different 
sections of a reunited country. 

History of Regalia. 

Briefly the history of the regalia,

Executives Say Unions 
Are Trying to Force 
Government Ownership 
on Public. 


CUYLER SAYS RATES 
HAVE BEEN REDUCED 


Conference in Washing- 
ton Reports to Harding, 
While Officials Seek to 
Prevent Tie-Up. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Chicago, October 17.—Presidents 
of the leading middle western rail- 


roads in a joint statement tonight, 
turned dowh as “impossible” * the 
proposal of the railroad labor board, 
public ‘group, that freight rates be 
reduced. immediately as a possible 
means of averting a general r@gil 
strike and charged that the pro- 
posed walkout “would be a strike 
against the government, called by 
the unions primarily for the pur- 
pose of nullifying the transporta- 
tion act creating the labor board.” 

The statement was signed in be- 
half of the Association of Rairoad 
Entering Chicago, by Samuel Felton, 
president of the Chicago Great West- 
ern. ‘ 

By coincidence, the statement, 
which reviews the railroad situa- 
tion and the causes of the strike, 
was issued at almost the same mo- 
meht, Warren 5, Stone, president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotiye En- 
gZineers, was giving out a state- 
ment in Cleveland telling why the 
big four brothernoods and the 
Switchmen’s Union of North Amer- 
ica had authorized a walkout on 
October 30. 

The statement follows in part: 

Executives’ Statement, 


“The thing it is proposed to strike 
against is the decision of the ral)- 
road labor board authorizing the 
reduction of 12 per cent in wage 
which the railways put into effect 
on July 1, 1921. There is at pres 
ent no other possible ground for a 
strike by the rairway labor broth- 
erhoods, 

“The wage reduction which went 
into effect July 1 was authorized 
by the railroad labor board, There- 
fore, the strike, if it occurs, 
be against a decision made by a 
government body acting in ace- 
cordance with a federal law. 

“While the railways complied 
with the decision in 1920 
an advance in wages, the labor 
brotherhoods now propose to defy 
the law and strike rather than ac- 
eept a much smatHer reduction 
wares. 

“The railway executives decided 
to ask the railroad labor board for 
a further reduction in wages and 
to give the public in the form of 
reductions in rate all the benefit# 
of any further reduction in wages 
granted, This, however, afforded 
the brotherhoods no reason for or- 
dering a strike. The strike was 
taken on the question of accepting 
the wage reduction already author- 
ized by the labor board, not on the 
question of a future reduction.

More than nine million- automo- 
biles and trucks will be available 
for emergency if the railroad strike 
called for October 30 goes tfnto ef- 
fect, Alfred Reeves, general man- 
ager of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, declared in‘ 
a statement today. Mr. Reeves said 
the motor trucks of the country 
could easily handle freight neces- 
sary to relieve emergencies, and 
added that in cities commuting 
passenger traffic could be taken 
care of by motor buses. 

Farmers, Mr, Reeves said, own 
139,000 trucks, and these, with those 
in cities, could be utilized in deliv- 
ering food products. 


Wants Strike. 


F. D. Underwood, president of the 
Brie railroad, tonight expressed the 
hope that the strike would actually 
occur. “This is the time and place 
for it,” he declared, adding that the 
strike was one against the “umpire” 
or the United States railroad labor 
board. “It should be understood,” 
said Mr. Underwood, that the pres- 
ent strike movement so prominent-

“It is a fact,” said Mr. Aiter- 

bury in his address— 
“that the carriers, though they are 
not e@rning what they should earn 
to entitle them to be called pros- 
Perous, nor what the law intends 
they shall earn, cannot rest under 
such protection, while other busi- 
ness Struggles for its life. It would 
ba @ wise policy for the carriers 
publicly to avow that .view, and 
voluntarily reduce rates where they 
now work hardship, even though to 
reduce them means a loss of reve- 
nue to the carriers.

by the race track. Their bright 
uniforms. distinguishing them 
from the enthusiastic and ad- 
miring crowds which had gath- 
ered to witness the game. As 
some fortunate player would 
make a good, strike or a home 
run, shouts of applause rent 
the air. Up to noon, the con- 
test had not been: decided. 


We noticed that each depart-

Now, Judge K. M. Landis, ‘ the 
supreme court of baseball, may give 
Babe Ruth one of his famous Stand- 
urd Oi] decisions. This is a little 
thing the Colonel’ completely for- 
got to cover with insurance. Like 
the Babe, Judge Landis either hits 
"em big or misses big. The Stand- 
ard Oil pleaded nolo, contendere 
and, he smashed out a fine of $29.- 
240,000.37. Babe Ruth doesn’t en- 
ter a passive plea. He implies that 
he is bigger in baseball than Lan- 
dis himself, and his “good morn- 
ing, judge,’’ vibrates with defiance. 

If Landis bars Ruth from base- 
bal, the two Yankee colonels have 


\ a total loss on their hands without 


salvage or insurance. The Babe is 
not only the attacking power of 
their club, but also the drawing 
power that turned people away from 
= Polo grounds and other ball 
parks by thousands in 1920 and 1921. 
Without him the New York Yanks 
are just the New York Americans. 
Colomels Issue Statement. 

- The Gplonels tiptoed around all 
day, almost afraid to think of what 
Babe’s defiant attitude may mean 
to them, their club and their com- 
munal treasury. Miller Huggins, 
manager of the Yanks, often more 
managed than managing, had nota 
syllable to say about the business, 
deaving it all to‘the owners. 

Finally the Colonels issued a for- 
mal statement, handling the situa- 
tion with tongs, like this: “It is 
on gear that the rules, of base- 
ball prohibiting members of _ the 
world’s series teams from playing 
exhibition bames has been violated 
so defiantly by some of the Yankee 
players that Judge Landis has no 
alternative but to meet the situ- 
ation firmly. This rule appears to 
be unjust in many respects but as 
long as it exists it should be ob- 
served. The players made a mis- 
take in not petitioning for a modi- 
fication of the rule.” 

Babe Ruth and Bob Meuse! played 
outlaw ball Sunday in Buffalo, by 
participating in a barnstorm against 
a semi-pro team, in violation of the 
rules of the major leagues, which 
prohibit members of a champion 
club from playing outside the regu- 
lar season. 

Landis’ authority will be tested 
severely during the winter, as Ruth 
and Meusel are not the only players 
discontented with the arbitrary and 
extra-legal scheme of controlling 
players. The system was on trial 
once before Landis, as federal judge, 
during the Federal league fake. He 
delayed decision and the Feds sold 
out for what they had wanted all 
the time—a share of the pickings. 
No decision ever was rendered, and 
the forces of organized baseball were 
glad to obviate one by settling 
with the Feds. 

Landis laid heavy fines against 
a number of Washington players 
this year for a game with a club 
said to, have numbered outlaws 
among its members, although the 
Washington men protested that the 
outlaws had been dropped from the 
ranks of their opponents. This is 
another instance of what the players 
believe to be injustice. 


Last Contract Expired. 


Ruth is on the roster of the Yanks, 
but he claims to be not a member 
of the club because his last con- 
tract has expired, and he has not 
yet renewed. Babe got a little over 
$3,000 for playing In the world’s se- 
ries, but he could have made at 
last three times that much by barn- 
storming. So it cost him at least 
$6,000 to help the Yanks to win the 
American ieague pennant, which any 
baseball magante will say,is not 
business. 

Now Ruth ts trying to collect what 
he can On his personal popularity 
after discharging h!s season’s obli- 
gations to the Yanks and organized 
baseball. For that he may be 
barred.
